SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer printout entitled B4.jpg is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The computer printout is a full colour hard copy of the JPEG computer image file of the 
same name. The printout mainly consists of a colour image incorporating a large 
colour photograph, a small inset portrait photograph, and a title banner reading "Crime 
Scene In Fetishland". The large photograph depicts a scene of a woman's fully naked 
body face-up amongst vegetation. A clothed person holds up her feet, or drags her by 
the feet, which are bound together at the ankles with rope. Text incorporated in the 
image reads "Anita O. (22) - Dead in 1995". The inset portrait is implied to be the 
dead woman. 

The classification is due to the manner in which the infliction of serious physical harm 
is sexualised and formatted for entertainment and the use of persons with a prurient 
interest in dead bodies, or more specifically murdered females, and the degree to 
which the depicted victim is degraded and dehumanised by her presentation as a 
spectacle for prurient purposes. 

Violence resulting in the woman's death is overtly sexualised by the title banner. The 
fetish reference directs the viewer to interpret the main image in a sexually stimulating 
manner. The woman's full nudity further sexualises the scene, so that her killing is 
suggested to be related to sexual matters. The computer image file format in which the 
material is stored and presented is also significant, with characteristics best suited to 
optimise the quality of reproduced photographic images and to facilitate easy 
transmission and proliferation of the image among similarly oriented individuals. 
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Referring to New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 considerations, the Classification 
Office considers that the limit on freedom of expression resulting from this 
classification is reasonable and demonstrably justified, given the aim of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 of preventing likely injury to the public 
good. 
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
